nants I had made with God. The 
power of God manifested at that 
meeting, will long be remembered by 
those present. hen the servants of 
God laid their hands upon my head, 
the Holy Ghost descended apes me 
in mighty power, and my whole being 
was suffused by a heavenly influence, 
such as I had never before felt, and a 
testimony was given to me that my 
sins were pardoned, and that God 
accepted me as His child. Not only 
was this heavenly influence enjoyed 
by myself, but all in the house felt 
the quickening power of the Spirit of 
God—priest and people alike rejoiced, 
and many wept for joy. 

The news that I had embraced 
* Mormonism” soon became known to 
all my friends and acquaintances, 
One by one they separated themselves 
from my company, upbraiding me for 
the sin of apostasy, and ignoring my 
every appeal to them to investigate 
the claims made by the Latter-day 
Saints. Thus, my forebodings that 
becoming a Murmon” would con- 
stitute an offense, sufficiently heinous 
in the eyes of my friends to exclude 
me from tbeir company, were fully 
realized. The persecution received 
from my nearest and best friends, 
was a testimony unto me that I was a 
‘disciple of the Lord Jesus, and, like 
fuel, only added to the flame of zeal 
that had already commenced to kindle 
in my breast; and being filled with 
an earnest desire to impart unto others 
the light which God had revealed to 
me, I at once applied my mind to 
the obtaining of knowledge concern- 
ing the plan of salvation, as taught 
in the Bible, in order that I might be 
enabled to controvert false doctrine, 
and withstand the attacks of those 
who, by their vain wisdom and much 
learning, have perverted the oracles 
of God. In my pursuit of knowledge 
God blessed me greatly, and having 
committed to memory many passages 
of Scripture, I visited as many of my 
former friends as would receive me, 
and reasoned with them upon the 
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doctrines of Christ, bearing testimony 
that God had again spoken from the 
beavens, and, in fulfillment of pre- 
dictions made by the prophets, re- 
stored the and holy priest- 
hood. Each day brought with it 
additional testimonies, that the prin- 
ciples and doctrines [ had espoused 
were of God, and that their validity 
and truthfulness could not success- 
fully be repudiated. 

About two weeks after my con- 
version, I determined to visit the 
Methodist Church, of which I had 
formerly been a member, for the pur- 

e of resigning my post as a teacher 
in the Sabbath school, and of re- 
questing that my name be struck off 
the church record. Accordingly, on 
the Sabbath, I attended school, and 
interviewed the superintendent and 
my class leader. After a little con- 
versation, I made known my errand 
whereupon they asked the cause of 
being desirous of my- 
self from their church. This led to a 
discussion, and the manner in which 
the Spirit of God operated upon me 
I shall never forget. The gentlemen 
referred to were both learned, and 
had studied the Scriptures from their 
youth, one having been engaged in 
the ministry for many years. I was a 
youth of nineteen, of very limited 
education, and yet I was enabled to 
answer the questions they propounded 
in a manner to astonish and bewilder 
them! At first they endeavored to 
controvert the doctrines I advanced; 
but finding themselves unable to ac- 
complish that arduous task, they 
finally gave way to a burst of passion, 
asserting many things in support of 
which they could not produce a — 
cle of proof, saying that Joseph Smith 
was an impostor, and that his follow- 
ers were a wicked and licentious peo- 
pe and telling many fabulous stories 
of Joseph Smith’s adventures in Eng 
land. fore taking my departu 
reminded them of the fact that the 
Saints had ever been subjected to ill - 
usage and misrepresentation — that 
they who will live godly in Christ 
Jesus shall suffer persecution, and that 
it was habitual for some men to resort 
to slander and abuse, when by fair 
argument they failed to establish their 
claim. I might relate many experi- 
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ences through which I passed, of a 
similar nature to the above; but 
suffice it to say, that being uainted 
with a multitude of professed Chris- 
tians, it gave me opportunity to bear 
my. testimony to many, and the more 
I discussed with my former friends, 
the more clear to my mind became

About 
this time the gifts of the Gospel were 
made manifest in a miraculous man- 
ner in the Branch of the Church of 
which I was then a member—the gift 
of tongues, the interpretation of 
tongues, the gift of prophecy, and the 
healing of the sick, were of common 
occurrence, God dividing these pre- 
cious gifts among the Saints severally

“THE defeat of the Mormon Church” 
is a phrase that frequently occurs in 
the articles which appear in our 
exchanges in reference to the late 
municipal election in this city. It 
is an inapt expression, and is mis- 
leading. The “Mormon” Church 
has met with no defeat. It has been 
e in no contest lately, other 
than that which has occupied its 
attention since its 
namely, a warfare against spiritua 
darkness, The vicissitudes of politi- 


cal life which have been experienced 
in this city of late have involved no 
defeat to the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints. 2 
The People’s Party, a large major- 
ity of the members of which are 
communicants of the Church named, 
were overcome by the fraudulent 
methods of the opposition in the 
contest for the municipal govern- 
ment. But hundreds trained with 
that party and voted its ticket who 
neither believe nor practice the 
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teachings of that Church, but who 
were impelled to support the People’s 
Party by the conviction that under it 
the city would be governed honestly 
and economically, while the reverse 
would be the case under its oppo- 
nents. The result was the defeat of 
the conservative, solid and reliable 
elements of the community, as op- 


| posed to carpet-baggers, s lators, 
‘boomers ” and the like. The « Mor- 
mon” Church had no more to do 
with the contest than had the 
Methodist, Presbyterian, or any 
other religious society in the city.

Again, credit or the f is 
reflected upon a church by the 
general reputation its members 
maintain for honesty, morality and 
the Christian virtues. Should a 
development take place which would 
in a sudden and striking manner 
show the character of the members 
of a given church to be high above 
that of the society which surrounds 
them in these ts, that develop- 
ment would be in the nature of a 
victory, or at least a vindication, 
for t church.

I could not help 
noticing the marked difference in 
the appearance of the cattle and 
horses of the ‘Mormons’ from those 
which I had been accustomed to see 
elsewhere in the south-west.

At every farmhouse there was an 
abundance of milk, butter, chickens 
almost unknown 
to the average Arizona rancher. |

A telegraphio despatch has been received by the Board of Agriculture announcing an 
outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease at Penneberg, in Holstein, on the 20th ult. 

According to news from Yokohama, a terriffic cyclone which visited the Japanese 
coast in the latter part of January caused the loss of 900 fishing vessels and the drowning 
of upwards of 2,000 fishermen. 

Heavy rains are reported from the Province of Murcia, Spain. Several rivers have 
overflowed their banks, causing considerable damage, but so far as it is at present known 


there has been no loss of life. 
An Odessa telegram says several severe earthquake shocks occurred on Thursday, 


March 6th, near Kutaris, Russia. In three villages there was great destruction of

An English syndicate is reported to have purchased 650 acres of land at Lenover, in 
Pennsylvania, with the intention of erecting a cotton mill. It will give employment, to 

start with, to 3,000 hands. 

A new smokeless powder, which goes by the name ok Emminsite,” has been subjected 
at Washington to official tests, which have been pronounced by experts as highly success- 

New York, Monday, March 10th. —The steamer Belgic has brought to San Francisco 
the news that 200 Chinese troops were recently surprised by 5,000 Formosans, who lay 
in ambush for them, and massacred every man. The authorities, being without power 
to punish the murderers, made terms of peace with them. 

A demonstration took place in Hyde Park, London, Sunday, March 9th, to protest 
against the inhuman conduct of the Russian Government in its treatment of political 
prisoners.” Resolutions were passed protesting against the flogging of women, and call- 
ing upon the British Government to make representation to the Russian Government. 
- Owing to the overplus waters of the Mississippi and other rivers in Arkansas State a 
levee, or artificial embankment, burst six miles above Arkansas City, and the rushing 
water soon washed out a crevasse forty feet wide, with the result that an immense tract 
of territory is submerged. There is a panic, too, in the basin of the Tensas, Louisiana, 
where several parishes are in imminent peril of inundation. 3 

An appalling explosion occurred on Monday, March 10th, at the Morfa Colliery, Port 
Talbot, Glamorganshire, Wales. Immediately afterwards an exploring party was organ- 
ized, and a few men and boys were brought to the surface. At the time of the explosion 
there were 260 men and boys in the pit, 100 had been brought up alive, several bodies 
having also been recovered.

It should be distinctly understood that we are doing business solely 
in the interest of Church members. It will thus be seen that it is necessary 
they should be able to produce certificates of membership in good standing, 
in order that they may participate in the advantages which we secure for 
our emigrants. Those who cannot produce such certificates, will have to pay | 
TWENTY SHILLINGS EXTRA. 

We must continue in harmony with the Emigration Laws both of this 
country and of the United States. And as we are under the jurisdiction of 
both, we desire all our people to see that they infringe the law in no respect. 

All passengers are liable to be rejected, who, upon examination, are found 
to be lunatic, idiot, deaf, dumb, blind, maimed, or infirm, or having symptoms 
of infectious disease, or above the age of 60 years, widow with a child or 
children, or any woman without a husband, and with a child or children, or 
any person unable to take care of himself or herself without becoming a pub- 
lic charge, unless full security be given for the Bonds to be entered into by 
the Steamer to the United States Government, that the parties shall n 
become chargeable to the State. 

Boys or girls, under 15 years of age, are ot allowed to emigrate, nie 
accompanied by parents or guardians. 

A woman whose husband is in America, if she has minor children with her, 
should obtain from him an affidavit, sworn to before a Notary Public, certify- 
ing that he has sent for her and them, and that he is able to support them. 
Without such affidavit, the woman and children are liable to he sent back 
from New York,

Emigrants must provide themselves with at least TWENTY SHILLINGS each 
adult for expenses from New York to Ogden. Persons who arrive at New 
York without money to pay expenses to destination are liable to be sent 
back as paupers. 

Ir MUST BE DISTINCTLY UNDERSTOOD THAT THERE ARE NO FUNDS AVAIL- 
ABLE, AT THIS OFFICE, TO ASSIST PERSONS WHO HAVE NOT SUFFICIENT 
MEANS TO PAY FULL FARE, AND EXPENSES, TO DESTINATION. 

All emigrants should be in Liverpool as early as possible on Friday, the 
day previous to the sailing of the vessel. ONLY the head of each family 
should call at the Office, 42, Islington, to procure the necessary tickets. 

All boxes should be well corded. Sacks are good for some kinds of luggage. 
All luggage should be plainly marked with the owner’s name, and the name of 
the place of destination. In addition to the name of the town, UTAH, 
U. S. A, should be also marked upon each piece. Marking should be done 
with paint or with lamp-black and oil upon the box or sack. When this is 
not practicable, pieces of leather may be used, securely fastened on with tacks 
or strong twine ; paper is useless. Boxes should not be covered with canvas, 
unless arranged to open as readily as if uncovered, because the baggage has 
to be examined at New York, by the customs officers. Luggage wanted on 
the voyage should have the word “Wanted” marked upon it. As a rule, 
luggage is safer and better in the hold. 

Emigrants, on their way to Liverpool, or those in charge: of companies, 
should see that their luggage accompanies them. . Where changes occur on 
the railroads, care should be taken to see that the luggage i is transferred from 
one train to the other. This matter should not be left either to chance or 
the railroad porters ; some one of the party should, with his own eyes, see 
that each article is duly transferred. Emigrants, so far as practicable, should 
book to Ln STREET Srarion, and arrive there before noon on Friday, where 
brethren appointed to take care of emigrants and their luggage can easily be 
found, upon enquiry of any official at the Station. Those who wish to be met at 


$ 
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any other station, should duly inform us of the time of their expected arrival, 
and the name of the station in Liverpool. On arrival, emigrants should 
remain with their luggage. In case there is no one from this Office to receive 
them, one in the company should at onee notify us of their arrival. We re- 
peat, THE OTHERS SHOULD REMAIN WITH THEIR LUGGAGE. 

When passengers send luggage ahead of them, by goods train, to Liverpool, IT 
SHOULD BE-SENT ONE WEPK IN ADVANCE, and, in addition to name and destina- 
tion, each box or bundle should have a label attached, marked PASSENGER 
per S. S. , ALEXANDRIA DOCK, Care of GUION & 
Co., 21, WATER STREET, LIVERPOOL. | 

There are some railway stations in the United Kingdom from which emi- 
grants, who are Steerage passengers, are entitled to obtain transportation to 
Liverpool at less than the ordinary fares, by showing the steamship ticket, 
and on production of a special order which can be procured at this Office. 
The names of such stations may be ascertained by enquiry of the Conference 
Presidents. To secure the steamship ticket for this purpose, a deposit of £1 
is required for each adult, and 10s. for each child, the balance to be paid on 
arrival of passengers in Liverpool. The special order alluded to, entitling 
the holder to reduced fare on the railway, will be given with the ‘steamship 
ticket. 

We desire it to be specially noted that adults are each allowed 150 pounds, 
or 10 stones and 10 pounds, of luggage free; and those between 5 and 12 are 
allowed 75 pounds, or 5 stones and 5 pounds, free. No free luggage is 
allowed to those under 5. All extra luggage will be charged 8 cents, or 4 
pence per pound, from New York to Ogden. No one will be permitted to 
take any luggage over these amounts, unless he has money to pay for its 
transportation from New York; as it WILL Nor be paid for by this Office, nor 
by our agent at New York. 

The outfit needed for the voyage, by each person going in the STEERAGE, 
is a bed and bedding (which they are advised to bring with them, so far as 
they have them), tin plate, tin basin, knife, fork, spoon, water-bottle, and 
some soap. All of these articles, and any others needed, can be obtained, at 
the cheapest rates, through this Office. 

Emigrants coming from a distance, should provide themselves with some 
food for usejin Liverpool. A light box or basket, for provisions, to serve 
from New York to Ogden, will be found useful. A shallow box or basket, to 
stow under the seat, is better than a deep one. Estimated time, with stop- 
pages, between those two points, seven daye.

Dear Brother,—I take pleasure in 
spending a short time in penning you 
a report of the condition of the work 
of the Lord in this part of His vine- 
yard.

I am sorry to 
say seven have been excommunicated, 
and four have died. Our number at 
present, including seventeen Elders

promised blessing, and we rejoice in 
the same.

ELDER EDGAR D. SIMMONS. 


Amonca the last letters written by the 
late Elder E. D. Simmons, were two to 
his brother, Joseph F. Simmons, one 
dated December 12, 1889, and the 
other January 1, 1890. He was act- 
ing in the capacity of President of 
the Aintab District, Turkey, and 
engaged in preaching the Gospel 
wherever he could get opportunity. 
In his letters he refers to the circum- 
stances which are associated with 
missionary labors in that land, and 
the severe hardships necessary to 
endure, but evinced a spirit of deter- 
mination and courage. In reply to 
1 by President Hintze regarding 
his feelings, he stated that he considers 
it a matter of great importance to 
remain faithfully at his post. The 
weather at the time of writing was 
quite cold, and he felt the effects, but 
his health was not then impaired. He 
expected soon to be transferred to 
Sivas. No information has been re- 
ceived of his sickness, further than 


that he died of smallpox. Following 


is a brief sketch of Brother Simmons 


e:— 
Edgar Dilworth Simmons, son of 
Joseph Marcellus Simmons, and his 
wife Rachael Emma Woolley, eldest 
daughter of the late Bishop Edwin D. 
Woolley, was born April 25, 1863, at 
Salt Lake City, Utah * He 
started as “cash boy” in Walker 
Bros,’ store, in the fall of 1873, being 


then ten years of age, and worked his 
way up from that to the position of 
teller in the Union National Bank, and 
he was occupying this place when 
called to go on his mission. i 
sixteenth year he was employed by 
the above firm. He never missed a 
day on account of sickness ; in fact, 
he was never seriously ill in his lif 
having been strictly temperate. in 
things from his youth up. Durin 
the whole of the sixteen years, 
up to the time of his departure for 
urkey, Edgar helped to support his 
widowed. mother, his father, havi 
died Feb. 14th, 1872. The deceased 
was ordained a Deacon and set apart 
as President of the Deacons’ quorum 
in the Twentieth Ward, Febr 
18th, 1887, and held this office until 
he was ordained an Elder on January 
28, 1889, his faithfulness in the lesser — 
Priesthood having been so marked 
that Bishop Romney, without any 
solicitation from Edgar, recommended 
him to the latter office. He was also 
one of the directors of the Twentieth 
Ward Institute. He was ordained a 
Seventy just before his departure on a 
mission, April 20, 1889. His mother 
says no one knows his worth as well 
as she does, and that she told him on 
the eve of his departure, for his oom- 
fort and consolation, that in all his 
life he had never caused her one 
moment's nneasiness.—Deseret News.

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The Salt Lake Liberals held a banquet last S iturday, Feb. 15, during which 
a present of $10,000 was given the Liberal leader and organizer Powers for 
his Jabors during the recent campaign. 

Large quantities of cattle hava been shipped from Wyoming ranges to the 
lower part of Summit County, Utah, along the railroad because of the severity 
of the weather and the scarcity of feed. 

The Bishopric of the Nineteenth Ward, Salt Lake City, has been re-organ- 
iz3d. Elder Isaac Barton was ordained Bishop, and Elders Alexander * 
and Joseph! Derbidge, Counselors. 

The Silt Lake Herald says: — An effort is being made * the president of 
the University of Daseret and others interested, to persuade the legislators to 
move the deaf mute institute from Salt Lake to some place in the country, 
and suggest Fort Cameron as a very desirable place. 

A suit has been instituted against Moses and George W. Thatcher, as 
trustees of the Brigham Young College, at Logan, for the College Farm. The 
plaintiff is the Central Pacific Railway Company, which claims that the farm 
is within the twenty-mile grant by Congress to the road. The farm lies with- 
in this district, but was taken up prior to the making of the land grant. It 
was transferred to the college as a means of aid, when the institution was 
established, and comprises about 700 acres in the bottoms south-west of 
Logan. The railway company asserts that its value is $500,000. 


Sart Laxg, Feb. 18th.—Judge Zine to-day gave his decision in the suit 
for peremptory writ of mandamus, brought by Richard W. Young and others, 
against Secretary Elijah Sells, being an action to compel the said Sells to 
issue certificates of election to the People’s Party candidates, who obtained 
substantial majorites in the third and fourth precincts, at the recent election ; 
and to prohibit the issue of such certificates, to the Liberal candidates, who 
were in a minority. Judge Zane in giving his decision, drew attention to the 
act in existence, for the guidance of municipal elections, Section 17 of which 
distinctly states: “ And fifteen councilmen, three from each ward, 
shall be chosen by the qualified voters of each ward.” As the election ob a 
representative of the ward, by the electors of the entire city, did not satisfy 
the requirements of the law, Judge Zane held that the plaintiffs were entitled 
to the mandamus asked for, and gave judgment accordingly. Messrs. MacBride 
and Dickson, on behalf of Secretary Sells, gave notice of appeal from this 
decision. It was generally supposed that the Liberals were not so wholly lost 
to all sense of decency, as to act in flagrant defiance of this rule of court. Yet 
on the first: meeting of the new Council, Mayor Scott (who had previously 
been talking very loudly about the impartiality of his “good inten- 
tions“) in glaring defiance of the ruling of Judge Zane, ignored the request 
of those who were declared elected, refusing to allow them to take the oath of 
Office, and at the same time admitted those whom the judge had declared 
were not elected !—fThe “ Liberals” are the men who scatter infamous false- 


hoods broadcast about “Mormons” and one of whose principal accusations 
against the „Saints i is that of lawlessness (!) With regard to Mayor — good 
intentions we are forced to remark that there is a certain place said to be 
paved with good intentions to which the Liberals (1) may — be 
elected without much outside assistance. — Ep.] 
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
